On the Caſe of Humphy Moore, who was tried in April Seſſions laft,

88. HUMPHRY MOORE, you was 
indicted laſt April ſeffions, for feloniouſly 
ſtealing twenty guineas and four doubloons, 
value 14]. 8s. the property of John Field, 
in the dwelling houſe of John Brown, it 
appeared in evidence, that a perſon un- 
known joined company with the proſe- 
eutor John Field, in the ſtreet, and ſoon af- 
ter picked up a purſe, and perſuaded the 
proſecutor to go to a publick houſe with 
him, telling him he was intitled to half; 
the perſon took out a receipt, and whilſt 
they were looking at it, you came into 
the room, and aſked if there was any thing 
extraordinary, and being told by the un- 
known perſon, you ſaid, which of you pick- 
ed it up? and the proſecutor ſaid he had

ty; that in the firſt caſe it was felony, and 
in the laſt caſe it was not; nine of the 


poſſeſſion only was parted with, it being 
only a pledge, till the ſuppoſed value of 
the ring was delivered; two of the Judges 
thought that the doubloons were the 
ſame as money, and were of opinion it 
was a loan, and was a parting with the pro- 
perty, but nine of the Judges were of opi- 
nion it was felony; and the Judges could 
not diſtinguiſh this from the cale of the 
King and Patch, that caſe was this; the 
priſoner was indicted for ſtealing a watch, 
and ſome money, the priſoner picked up a 
ring and purſe in the ſtreet, the priſoner 
pretending he found it, offered to divide the 
money with the proſecutor, and opening 
the purſe, there was a ring, and bill of par- 
cels, ſtating the ring to be a diamond one,

be guilty, was deſerving of as high a pu- 
niſhment, as any felony committed under 
ſimilar circumſtances, if there fore go doubt

great humanity, no point will be preſſed 
againſt the lives of the priſoners, I am per- 
fectly convinced, that if this caſe depends 
on the queſtion, whether half an inch or a 

uarter of an inch of the point of an in- 

rument, has penetrated through the door, 
the lives of the priſoners are perfectly ſe- 
cure; but, I am to addreſs myſelf” to the 
queſtion of law, and I will endeavour to 
confine myſelf very ſtrictly to that queſtion ; 
I take the liberty of ſtating with great ſub- 
miſſion, that according to the ancient com- 
mon law notion of burglary, it was indi- 
ſpenſibly neceſſary] that there ſhould be a 
breaking, accompanied by an actual entry, 
that I take to be the ancient common law 
of England; the reaſon that burglary is 
conſidered as an offence highly criminal is, 
that it is an invaſion of the ſecurity of the 
ſubject in bis caſtle; I am aware that there 
have been ſome determinations, in which 
that ancient principle has certainly been 
conſidered with a degree of latitude in the 
copſtruttion, that is not always to be found 
in the determinations of the Judges, in queſ- 
tions of life; I am aware of thoſe deciſions 
which hold, that where a pane of glaſs is 
broken, and an inſtrument introduced 
noctanter, that that is a burglary ; but, I 


may fay without offence, that there are 
very great authorities, who wiſh it was x 
new queſtion, and had not been ſo held; 
but, I take it the principle of all theſe new 
determinations is this, there is ſuch a 
breaking of the caſtle of the proprietor, 
that his property may be taken out through 
the aperture; and Þ take the principle of 
thoſe determinations, which ſpeaks of an 
inſtrument introduced, to mean not the

Court: Gentlemen of the Jury, this 
trial has taken vp. a great deal of your 
time and and attention; but not one mo- 
ment longer than juſtice requires; for you 
have been called upon this indictment to 
decide upon as important an enquiry as can 
well come before a Jury and Court of Juſ- 
tice : the priſoner is indiCted for perjury ; 
a crime in itſelf, and under all the cir- 
cumſtances, where it is wilfully and inten- 
tionally committed, with a corrupt inten- 
tion, of very great magnitude; a crime 
that cuts up by the roots the only bond of 
confidence that can ſubſiſt betwecn man and 
man; and the only ſecurity that we can 
have for the due adminiftratic-1o0fjaltice both 
between party and party, and between the 
public and thoſe that are accuſed of the 
crimes ; but if a p:rjury of itſelf, is a 


crime of ſuch magnitude, when we conſider 


the circumſtances. under which the preſent 


defendant ſtands charged with .that crime 


it raiſes it to a height ſtill greater; for the 
perjury that is charged againſt the defen- 
dant, is ſtated ' to have been by him com- 
mitted upon the trial of two men. for a ca- 
pital felony, and the evidence given againſt 


theſe men, is chatged to be falſe, and to 


have been knowingly and corruptly given; 


and the refore if that is true, the hole ca- 


talogue of crimes does not contain one of

whether the culprit was a clerk or not was 
extended to the enquiry, whether he could 
read or no; ſo much of the original of it 
was retained down to the very. modern pe- 
110d; but women were not entitled to this 
very valuable privilege, for-it could not be 
pretumed that they could be clerks in holy. 
arders, 2nd therefore women were allowed 
to be executed: but by acts of parliament 
in more modern times, the benefit of clergy, 
which is and ought to be, if allowed at all, 
allowed without diſtinction, and without 
any reference to the cauſe of it, was allowed 
to all perfons who committed ſimple felo- 
nies, and taken away from particular offen- 
ces; and the law holds it ſhall not be taken 
away by any act of parliament, even where 
the * ſays he ſhall ſuffer death, unleſs the 
words are added without benefit of clergy;
